1. PRESIDENT MALLOUM'S REMARKS TO THE PRESS UPON 
HIS ARRIVAL IN PARIS MAY 21 APPARENTLY OUTLINE THE

2. MALLOUM STRESSED THAT KEY TO SITUATION REMAINS IN 
THE HANDS OP PRESIDENT QADHAFI, WHO HAD PUBLICLY 
UNDERTAKEN TO ASSIST CHAD IN EVERY POSSIBLE PASHION 
IN ITS ATTEMPT AT NATIONAL RECONCILLIATION. HE POINTED 
OUT THAT DESPITE THE REBELS' REPUSAL TO ACCEPT THE 
CEASE EIRE INSPECTION TEAMS, HE CONTINUED TO HOPE

TEAMS TO DECIDE IF INFILTRATION OF LIBYAN FORCES 
INTO CHAD HAD OCCURRED AND, INDEED, IF TROOPS OTHER

4. IN REGARD TO SHABA, HE POINTED OUT THAT SITUATION
